Incentives to 
Industrial Development 


Town of Slave Lake is located in the heart of Special 
Area, with Industrial Incentives available through Department 
of Regional Economic Expansion. Industrial Incentives are avail- 
able to Primary and Tertiary Industries as well as industries of 
a manufacturing and processing nature. Industrial Incentives are 
available on basis of need, with maximum grants equal to twenty- 
five percent of capital cost plus five thousand dollars per job 
created up to a maximum of fifty percent of capital cost. Guar- 
anteed loans for industrial development are also available under 
the Special Area Legislation.

Town of Slave Lake 


(Printed June, 1970) 
1. LOCATION 
The town of Slave Lake is located in Sections 30-31, part 25, 36, 1 TS 
72, 3, R5-6 W5., in Census Division No. 15. This location is on Highway No. 
2. It is served by the Northern Alberta Railway and is 150 miles North of 


Edmonton. 


2. ALTITUDE 
Average annual total precipitation - 16.57 inches. 
1915 feet. Latitude 55/21N Longitude 114/59W. 


3. TEMPERATURE 
Average summer - 50.8°F - July-August average 61.3°F (high 89°, low 40.) 
Average winter - 17.1°F above; average high 27.6° above, average low 
6.6. 
Average annual - 39°F. 


(Figures taken on a 6-months’ average.) 


4. RAINFALL 


Average annual rainfall - 11.13 inches. 


Average annual snowfall - 54.4 inches. 


5. GEOLOGY 


The uppermost bedrock strata is Laramie Shale formation, with occas- 
ional outcroppings of boulder clay and Cretaceous shales. The glacial drift 
cover contains sands or gravels at many places. 


6. SOIL 


Mixed, ranging from near-black to grey. 


7. VEGETATION 


Most of the better drained positions are covered with trembling aspen, 
white spruce and jackpine. Occasionally some birch occurs in moderately 
well drained areas. South of Lesser Slave Lake lodgepole pine and balsam 
fir are abundant in some locations. Generally, aspen and white spruce pre- 
dominate in the medium and fine-textured soils in the south and western por- 
tions of the area while lodgepole pine and balsam fir occur mainly in the hills 
area. 
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8. LAND USE 


Some fishing, cattle grazing, mink ranching, forest products, oil-explor- 
ation. 


9. HISTORY 


The land around Lesser Slave Lake and the Town of Slave Lake was 
an early Indian hunting paradise as well as main water and land routes for 
war tribes, early explorers, traders, Klondikers and finally, pioneer settlers 
entering the Peace country. 


American troops going to Alaska during WW II travelled the old Alaska 
Highway Route through the Town of Slave Lake. 


Oil exploration and development parties either quarter in Slave Lake 


or pass through while working in areas surrounding and to the northern oil 
fields. 


In earlier days, when steamboats travelled between Athabasca Landing 
and Grouard at the western end of Lesser Slave Lake, the town of Slave Lake 
was on the Slave River, but the town was later moved back from the river 
bank to its present location. 


10. LIVING CONDITIONS 


The surrounding area is generally gently rolling, with much of the 
area covered by Boreal Forest. The town is close to the eastern end of Lesser 
Slave Lake and is situated on Highway No. 2. There is a lighted airstrip in 
service 24 hours per day with runways equipped for aircraft up to and includ- 
ing DC3's and helicopters, and serving all types of flying from private company 
planes, commercial air service and F orestry aircraft. 


The town is a crossroad-location serving east-west traffic between Atha- 
basca and the Peace country, and north-south serving Red Earth, Wabasca, 





Residential areas are neat, modest and serviced with paved walks. 
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Trout Mountain, to the north and Edmonton, from the south. The No. 2 
highway is paved to Slave Lake and work continues upon. it, toward High 
Prairie, with another 15 miles to be paved in 1970. Paving is also continuing 
in an easterly direction from High Prairie toward Slave Lake. To:the North, 
the road is gravelled and maintained. 


Transporation east and west is by rail, truck and bus, and south by 
bus and truck. 


Facilities for summer and winter sports include a good golf course, 
swimming, camping, boating, hunting, fishing and excellent scenery. Fishing 
includes trout, grayling, white fish, pickerel, perch, pike. There is a large 
Provincial Park adjacent to the town of Slave Lake, with 3 Provincial Camp- 

ounds and a sandy beach on the lake side of the Park. This beach is con- 
sidered to be among the finest in Alberta. 


Three churches serve the spiritual needs of the community and a movie 
theatre provides entertainment. 


There is a 33-classroom school, with gymnasium etc., and new High 
School. 


Utilities consist of a central water and sewerage system, electric power 
and natural gas, town owned and operated. 


There are 266 residential units in Slave Lake, 32 apartment units, and 
16 mobile home units. 


The town is made up of a cross section of nationalities from Canada, 
the United States and Europe. 


There is a 40’x 80’ Centennial Hall with a large kitchen, and a meeting 
room on the second floor. 


Slave Lake also has a new 34-bed hospital with a staff of 38. In addi- 
tion to 34 adult beds, there are also 10 beds for pediatric and 6 bassinets for 
maternity. There are three doctors. 





A fully modern and well staffed school serves the young students of 
a wide area around Slave Lake. 
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11. ADMINISTRATION 


The town is governed by a Mayor, and councillors. There is a City 
Manager, a secretary-treasurer and a recreation board. 


12. LAWS & REGULATIONS 


Royal Canadian Mounted Police patrol the Town, highway and rural 
areas from the detachment at Slave Lake, with offenses being tried in Court. 


Building regulations provide that new buildings, repairs, removals, in- 
stallations etc. must comply and must, in the case of permits, be approved 


by the Council after which a permit is issued. 


13. FIRE PROTECTION 


The Fire Department has a new fire engine and the force consists of 
the Fire Chief and 18 Volunteer firemen. 


Water supply is from Slave River pumped into a 1-million gallon reser- 
voir and pumped at the rate of 208,000 LGD.

Joint administrative services are provided from this modern building, including town offices, the 
court house, the council chambers and the Police Station. 
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Miles of roads, streets and lanes - 16.22 miles, mostly surfaced; some 
gravel. There are 4% miles of sidewalks, cement. Streets are divided into 
4.54 miles of pavement, 6.95 miles of gravel surfacing, 2.25 miles of unimproved 
streets, 2.37 miles of alleys.

Water is obtained from the Slave River (outlet for Lesser Slave Lake), 
and pumped into a million-gallon reservoir at the rate of 288,000 gallon-per- 
day pumping system.

Residential rates are 70c MCF. 


Industrial rates are negotiable. 


Town owned and operated distribution mains include 8.6 miles, trans- 
mission mains, 6.25 miles and total number of hook-ups to date, 32. 


L.P. Gas service and Diesel fuel for heating are also available.

In addition to 34 
adult beds there are also 10 pediatric beds and 6 bassinets for maternity. The 
hospital has three doctors. There is a 10-room Nurses’ Residence. There is 
also a pharmacist, and a pharmacy at the drugstore. Athabasca Health Unit 
maintains services in Slave Lake. Ambulance service is available, both air 
and surface.

3,500 foot all-weather public airport. There is daily commercial service 
to Edmonton and return (1 daily trip). The airstrip adjoins the town. Air- 
field can service planes up to 50,000 Ibs. gross take off weight. Improvements 
on runway planned. 


There is taxi service and a car rental agency.
